What it Really Contained—Our Minis-
ter's Respectful Remonstrances
~A COriticism by the
“Thunderer’s"” Cor-
respondent.

““Au Occaslonal Correspondent” of the Lon-
don 2%mnes, writling from Madrid on Sept. 15,
BAY K —

General S8ickles’ note ia o long document, and,
though couched in the most respeetful and con-
siderate langunge, Is full of remonpstrances and
appeals which are rarely seen in oilicial com-
munieations between Iriendly powers.  With
some people there 18 nothing like plain speak-
ing, nud the Amerlcan Government seems to
have thought so of the Spaniards, for the note s,
in reality, o dresslng such as Spanish pride never
received before. 1 am not quite sure that it does
not go o ltle too far in this respect, or whetheor
the Government of Washiogton  would
have ventured o similar note to any other Hn}wm'
but 8pain, which she knows is in no position o
resent it, considering the work ghe has now on
hand in Cuba, and the desperate state of publie
affairs in the Peninsula. General Sickles re-
minds the Spanish Government of the seropu-
Jous manner in which the Government of the

 United States have hitherto observed the lawe of

international neutrality, and of the pains they
have taken to put down and prevent filibuster-
ing, ag o proof of thelr reluctance 1o embarrnss
Bpain in the effort o retaln her anclent posses-
plon, He argues that if they bad scted upon
recent precedents laid down by some of the
nations of Europe they would have recognized
the Cuban insurgents as belligerents long ago,
for the Iatter had managed to resist for over
eleven monthe all the forces Spain had been uble
to bring against them to reduce them to alle-
giance, and over which forces they had gained
at times some considerable successes. He hints
at the faet that, with two-thirds of the
island in the power of the revolters,
they ought hardly to be styled rebels or
insurgents, but that they owght 1o be
looked upon as a people struggling for thelr in-
dependence. He alludes to the growing force of
public opinlon In the States in tavor of recogni-
tion, an opinion the Government may find it fm-
possible to restrain, ete. But the most serions
part of his note {5 his allusion to the mauner in
which the war is and has been for some time
past conducted. He condemns in strong lan-
enage the cruelties und barbarities of the mili-
a executions, ul““{ﬂ summary, and often
without due inquiry. He tells the Npanish Gov-
ernment that the Cubans, even though they be
in revolt, are brave meén struggling for freedom
from thirty years of colonial misrule, and their
treatment when the fortnne of war throws them
into the hands of the governmental forees onght
not to be such as to shock homuanity, but such as
befitted the rulers of a great country, He cltes
the case of Awmerican citizens, frequently non-
combatants, who on mere suspicion have been
executed, and particularly two who were lately
shot at Santlago de Coba without any form of
trial  whatever. He  suggests to  the
Rpanish  Government that they should
not be hard with a brave people, who are onl
trying to do what Spain hersell lid on the 20th
of last September—namely, throw off a yoke
whieh had become irksome to her and for which
the United States Government was the very first
of all the other government to recognize the
revolntion, He speaks of the paralyzation of
the bmmense trade of the Island of Cuba, in
which there are so many American interests in-
volved, and hints at the continuance of the war,
with ite waste and desolation, leading tolts com-
plete and utter destruction.  All these considera-
tions geem to be foreing pnblic opinion In the
States in the directlon of a bestowal of bellige-
rent rights on the Cubans which the Govern-
ment moy find themselves unable to restst. He
conecludes by telling them he speaks frankly “as
a soldier to soldiers,” and trusts his counsels will
be taken into consideration,

Another Account of the Presenitation of the

Note,

We find the following in the New York Tines’
Mudrid correspondence:—

Gevernl Sickles' note to the SBpavish Govern-
ment ig, 1 may say, very long aud haondsomely
couched. He ntters no menice, no threat, bu
ealmly and digoiiledly, in the name of his coun
trymen, expresses their regrets at the continu
ance of the war in Cuba, and especinlly at the
barbarous mode in which it is conducted. He
protests, in the name of humanlty, sgainst the
atrocities of the troops and volunteers, and ol
the military executions without trial, or with
the most snmmary of trinds, if any. Especially
does he Instance the case of American citizens
who have been shot without any trinl at all, a
Santlago de Cuba and eleawhere.  He suggest
to the Spanish Government that they should not
be hard with the brave men who fell into thelr
hands as prisoners, nor with Caln generally, for
trying to do what Spain herself did a year ago,
viz., throw off a yvoke irk#ome to her. He reminds
them thatthe United States was the first Govern-
ment to recognize the revolution, and that if
they had followed recent European precedents
they would have recognized the insurgents in
Cuba as belllzerents long ugo, for they hoad
attained o position entitling them to it by ‘llur
mere fact of having been able to resist the Gov-
ernment for eleven months,  He intlmates that
the force of public opinion in ._\mnr]('u may com-
pel the Government to recognize the ( ubans if
the war is not conducted in a more humane
manner, and 15 not ended soon. He Qh'].vru to
nse the term ‘“‘rebels” or “ipsprgents,” as ha
says they are a brave people struggling to free
themselves from thirty years of Spanish coloninl
misrnle. He utters not one threat, nor does he
allude to any purchase or sale of the Island. In
fact, he denles in the most emphatic manner
that the United Btates Government have had any
idea of buying Cuba or ol guaranteeing the pay-
ment for it. and he claims for his friend, Mr.
Forhes, the same exemption. He Is anunoyed at
all the stories which have got about to this effect,
both by the American and the Europesn press.
He hos removed the United States Legotion to
yery handsome guarters in the Peado.  He 15 on
ihe best personal terns with the Regent, with
Prim, and all the other Ministers, and in all
his intercourss with them there has uur‘m' yot
been one unpleasunt word, He has told them
the Unlted Btates were repdy to profier thelr
good offices whenover the Spanish Government
and the Cnbans desire their mediation.  Bug the
tme for thut has not come yet,

The Avetic Travelor nnd His Return,.
Captaln C, F, Hall, the returned Arctle ox-
plorer, has had a conversation with a World
reporter, whe gives the following description
of the distingulshed traveller: —

Captain Hall 1s 0 good specimen of a manly,
hardy, and unpretentious sallor, who talks ina
simple, sty tforwnrd manner about his oxpo-
rience, and makes lght of having spent above
five years within the frozen eircle of the arcile
zone. He looks stout and henrty, and appa-
rently none the worse for his rough experience,
1t muy seem strange, after such o long absence,
that hio is eager o retarn 1o the goene of his nd-
ventures: yol he expresses strong hopes to start
next year on au expedition in search of the

North Yole. = Compantous.

He ls accompanied Ly three Esquimaux, a
husband with hﬂuwlle and adopted Ic:hl!.tl. who

bear the English names of Joe, Hannal, and
Sylvin, They understand our lnngunge, having
\'fﬁllm‘l this country at the tlme Captain Hu
wus lnst here, and are ploasant and intelligent
looking persons, They are low-hrowed, small-
eyed, thick-got, with straight hair, and chubby,
ungraceful forms, characteristic of their race,
and quite different from ounr idea of beauly.
They resemble somewhat the lower colass of
German and Irish emigrants, and are also alittle
ke the Chinese in appearance. They enjoy
civilized life very much, and are quite pleased
to make a second visit to the United States.
The climate Is rather unsuited to thelr constitn-
tions and nusual mode of life, but they foon got
accustomed to it
Hiw Journnl,

Captain Hall bas a nnmber of curiosities with
him, one of the most interesting of which is his
journal, o large blank book, fall of notes hastily
written with lead pencil, at ali times and ploces,
and often under the most unfavorable clreums-
stances, Jts pages contain the record of many
weary days of hardship and guftering, and ac-
counts of moving incldents by flood and field,
such as are rarely to bemot with, In order to
provent the writings from being blurred; the
pages have been dipped in w preparation of glue
;u:ulc from flshes, 80 that it retalns o sticky leel-
ng.

Life U'p North,

The captain gave n vivid deseription of lls ox-
perience within the Arctle -.'irciu. aind his lhie
among the Esquimoux. The Inrgest body of the
Intter he ever saw collected tegother was only 195,
This was at o litte villuge nenr Repnlse Bay,
ond was o rather unusunl clronmsance, The
solitary nature of the life led by the explorers
may thercfore be Imagined. All alone In the
frozen waste, with hardly o living thing to be
mot with:; Nving like moles, in undergronnd
houses, with dogs nnd Esquimuux, #o huddled
together that the human could searcely be dis-
tinguighed from the brote; shiut out from all in-
tercourse with the outer world, excepting the
seraps of news, brought at long intervals, by
pageing whale ships; sach an existence, only
varied by occasionnl expeditions into the inte-
rior on sledges drawn by dogs, can hardly be
culled endurable, let alone pleasant, Yot Cap-
tain Hall did not complain of the life.

Skeletons of [Franklin’s Crews,

In a letter to Henry Grinnell, published io this
morning's Tritmne, Mr, Holl says:

The result of my sledge journey to  King Wil-
linm's Land may be summed up thus:—None of
8ir John Franklin's companions ever reaclied or
died on Montrenl Tsland. It was late o July,
1848, that Urozler and his party, of about forty
or forty-five, passed down the west coast of
Ring Willlam's Land in the vicinity of Cape
Herschell. The party was dracelng two slediges
on the sen-ice, which wns nearly in its last
etage of dissolution—one o large sledge laden
with an awning-covered boat, and the other, o
emall one, laden with provisions and camp mo-
terinl,  Just before Crozier and party artived at
Cape Herschell, they were et by four families
of natives, and both parties went into camp
near each other. T'wo Esquimaux men, who
were of” the native party, gave me much sad but
deeply interesting information, Some of it
stirred my heart with sadness, Intermingled
with rage, for It was & confession that they with
their companions did secretly and boastily aban-
don Crozier and his party to suffer and die for
need of fresh provisions, when, in truth, it was
in the power of the natives o save every man
alive, The next trace of Crozler and his party
is to be found in the skeleton which MeClintoe
discovered a little below, to the southward and
castward of Cape Herschell; this woas never
found by the natives. The next trace Is o camp-
Ingplace on the seaghore of King William's Lind,
about three miles eastward of Pleffer river, wliere
two men died and recelved Christion borial, At
this place fish bones were fonnd by the natives,
which showed them that Crozier and his party
had caught while there aspeeics of flsh excellent
for food, with which the sea there ahounds,
The next trace of this party occurs some five or
gix miles castward, on a long, low point of King
Willlmm's Land, where one moan died and was

burled. Then about 8, SE., two and a half
miles further, the next trace ocowrs, on Todd 3
Islet, where the remning of five men le. The

next certain trace of this party is on the west
side of the inlet west of Poiot Richardson, on
some low land that Is an island or a part of the
main land as the tide may be.  Here the awning-
covered boat and the remains of 30 or 45 of
Crozier's party were found by the putive
Poo-yot-ta, of whom Sir Jolin Hess has glven a
deseription in the aceount of his voyage ln the
Vietory, 1820-534,

In the spring of 1549 a lore tant was found
by some of the natives whom 1 saw, the Hloor ot
which was completely covered with the remains
of white men, Close by were two graves, This
tent wns o little way inland from the head of
Terror Bay.

In the spring of 1861, when the snow was
nearly all gone, an Esguimaux party, coo-
ducted by & native well kuown thronghout the
northern regions, found two boats, with many
skeletons in and around them., One of these
bouts had been previously found by MeClintock;
the other was found lying from one-quarter to
one-half mile distant, and must have been com-
pletely entombed in  snow at the time MeClin-
tock’s parties were there, or they would most
asguredly have seen it.  Inand about this boat,
besldes the many skeletons alluded to, were
found many relics, most of them slmlar o
character to those MeClintock has ennmernted
a8 having been found in the boat he discoyverad.

The native who condueted this native party
in its search over King Willinm's Land 18 the
same Individual who gave Dr. Roae the first in-
formation sbout white men having died to the
westward of where he (Dr. Hae) then wos
(Pelly Bay), In the ﬁL‘r‘]i]L; of 1854, His name is
In-nook-poo-zhe-jook, and he 15 a nstlve of
Neltehille, a very great traveller, and very in-
telligent. e s, in foect, n walking history of
the fute of 8ir John Frauklin's expedition, This
native I met when within oneé day's
journey of King Willism's Land—olf Point
Dryvden—and wlter stopping o few |l.|.\'- among
[il,.:l [-ni}ll,‘, he necomn :L\Ilit'l! me to the placos
visited on and about King Willlam's Land.

The Northwest Passnge,

The same year that the Erebus and Terror
wore abandoned ong of them consummated the
great Northwest possage, baving five men
abourd, The evidence of the exact number is
clreumstantial, Evervthing about this North-
west passage ship of Bir Joho Franklin's Expe-
dition was in complete order; fonr boats were
hanging high up at the ship's sldes, and one was
on the quarter deck; the vessel was in its winter
housiug of #all or tent cloth, This vessel was
found by the Qok-joo-llk natives nvar O'Reilly
[sland, fnL. 68 degrees 30 minutes N., long. B
degrees 8 minutes W, early In the spring of 1840,
it helng frozen In, in the midst of nsmooth wad
unbroken floe ol lee of only one winter's forma-
pon. From certain evidence I have galned both
at lg-loo-lik and King William's Land, thera
must have been a dog of the greyhound species
belonging to one or the other of the twoships.
I only know this through 1]:!11\'(!‘ testimony, It
in quite likely that some one in Englaud ean tell
whother there was a dog on  board ulllmpr of the
ghips when Sir John Frankiin left in 1845,

o complete the history of Blr John Frank-
lin's last expedition, one must apeml A summer
on King William's Land with a considerable
party, whose only business should be to make
sehrches for records whieh, beyond doubt, e
purled on that lsland, T am certain from what
I have hoard the natives say, and from what I
saw myself, that little or nothing more can he

alucdyhy making searches there when the land

olothed in its wintér garb, for the Esqulmaux
Lave made search after search over all the const
of King Willlam's Land, on either side, from lts
sonthern extreme up to Capoe Felix, the northern

int, for auything and everything ’Lhnt s

Whnt Remnins to be Discovered.

My sledge eompany from Repulse Bay to Kin

'l.mul consieted of eleven souls, all
!z'.ml]uhnuux. Although they are e untamable as
engles by nature, yet by their ald alone I was
enabled to reach points otherwise Inaccessible,
and when thero to gain much important infor-
mation relative to the fate of Bir John Frank-
lin's expedition. I tried hard to accomplish far
more than I did, but not one of the company
would, on uany account whatever, consent
to remaln with me in that country and make
. summer search over that Island, which,
from information I had galned of the natives, 1
had reason to suppose would be rewnrded by the
discovery of the whole of the manuseript records
that had ncenmulated in that grest expedition,
and been durusltcd in o vault a little way inland,
or eastward of Cape Victory, Knowlng, as |
now do, the eharacter of the Esquimaux In that
Tiarln[ the country in which King Willlam's
Land s sitaated, | cannot wonder st nor blame
the Repulee Bay natives for their refusal to ro-
main there as | deslred. It is quite probable
that, had we remained as 1 wished, no one of us
would ever have got out of the country allve,
How conld we expect, if we had got lnto steait-
cned eifcumstances, that we should recelve
better treatment  from  the Esquimanx of
that country than the one hundred and five
gouls who were under the command of the
horole Crogier, some time after landing on Klog
Willinm's Land 7 Could 1 and my party, with
rensonable safety, have remainod to make n
summer search on Kiog Willinm's Land, it 1s not
only probable that we should have recovered the
logs and journals of Sir John Franklin s expedi-
tion, but have gathered up and entombed the
remning of nearly one hundred of his compa-
nionk, for they lie about the places where the
three boats have been found, and at the large
cnmping place sl the head of Terror Bay, and
the three other places that I have already men-
tioned. In the Cove, west side of Point Rich-
ardson, however, vature herselfl has opened
her bosom and given sepulture to the remaing of
the immortal heroes that died there., Wherever
the Esquimaux bave found the graves of Frank-
lin's companlons they have dog them open and
robbed the dead, leaving them exposed to the
ravages of wild beasts. On Todd's Island the
remains of flve men were not buried, but, after
the savages had robbed them of every article
that could be turned to any account for their
use, their degs were allowed to finigh the dis-
gusting work,

Wherever 1 found that Sir Johin Franklin's
companions had died | erected monuments, then
fired salutes and waved the Star Spangled Ban-
ner over them in memory and respect of the
great nnd true discoverers of the northwest pas-

Fullures in New York Yesterdav—Heavy
Denlers In Stocks Suspend-—-Rewsult of the De-
eline in New York Centenl.

From the N. Y. Warld of this inoriing,

Three failures were officially announced yestor-
day, namely :—Charles A. Mel & Bon, Faller,
Treat & Cox, and Jullan & Co, The {irgt two are of
the oldest drms in the clty, and have always done &
strictly legitimate business, Mr. Melgs and hir son
recelve the ympathy of the entire mercantile com-
munity. Messrs, Faller, Treat & Cox are also sym-
pathized with, It {8 hoped thiat the fallures in those
ceses will be but tsmporary.

The fallures o the cases of Mesars, Melgs & Son,
and Faller, Treat & Cox, were causced by the panic
in the Vanderbilt stock, especially New York Cen-
tral, which dragged them down,

Otlier fallures of unimportant houses were re-
}mrtull throngn the day, but none ofMelally,. There
8 no doubt on the market bat that a large number of
firmas will fall who have hitherto norne the reputation
of beloy standard honses.

Charles A, Meigs & Co.

Among the list of failnres yesterday was the tirm
of Charles A, Melgs & Co, of No. W Exchange
plnce.  This house hus done buginess on the street
for o great nnmber of years, and hos always held a
first-vinss reputation among the brokers, At the
close of the serleg of terrine financial contents, 1t
was  tmpossible for them to  comprehend  the
troe condition of thely amrd, Yesterday morn-
Ing, the smoke of those battles haviog ted, they
were apprised of the startling fact that thelr house
wis bankrupt, 'This house has sufered severusl
severe losses of late, but not enough to embarrass
it geriously, and their credit up to the time of the
snnouncement of the fallure wos a8 good as any.
It 18 not long sgo that they lost §20,000 at one stroke,
owing to a defaleation, OF late the firm had dealt
largely In New York Central stock, and just before
the crash had parchesaed o large amoant of thay
Block at 200 or thereibout, With a large quantity
ofythis stock on thelr hands, thepremendons fall to a
point below 160, with slight recovery aftor a lapse of
severdl davs, amd thelr previons enlecbled condi-
tlon, wus sure to bring riuin upon them, 8till, the
firm’ cxpresses o confidence that, provided their
friends are considerate with them, and allow them o
short time to recover, they will yet bo able to pay
all loans nearly dollar for dollar. The continuml
fuctuations In Central stock yesterday had the
effect of Increasing the injuries of the frm, sl
several parties holding their loans for Central be-
came alarmed and sold out at once, even whille the
Stock was 8o greatly deprecinted,

Lochkwood & Co,

The suspension of the large house of Lockwood &
Co,, No, ¥ Broadway, was annonnced at an eacly
hour yesterday. The canse of their alleged rain wis
sald to be extensive dealing in New York Centeal,
and other leading stocks, just before the fall, They
have, It Is stated, not yet had time to Know their
condition In -1--.uuf. and the amount of their Habill-
ties cannot thercfore be stated. The news of thelr
reported fallure seemed to come to them as it did to
the publie, very suddenly. DBosiness at this house
v, it Is sadd, entirely sasponded all day yestordoy,
except the stralghtening of their accouuts. Thelr
lormer irlenas showed a disposition to be vasy, and
muny called expressing thelr feellugs of regret at
the sudden downfall of this once honored fiem. My,
Churles A. Lookwood, the senior member of the
firin, hus niwayvs held s high reputation t1or personal
worth and integeity, and for several years he was
céshter of the American Exchange Bank,

Chnsey, MoClure & Co.

It ias been psserted in the publie press tat Chase,
MoUlure & Co. were one of the muny gold eligne
brokers, The contrary is the case. Messrs, Chase,
MeClure & Co, were cancerned in deallugs wicth a
g old eligue frm, but they had entirely censed a week
I efore the panie, and 4t the thne when the crash oo-
curred thay wero borrowers of §780,000 in gold from
n firm which 8 now proved to be the hogd of the
cligue movement,

A MODERN FAGIN,

A School of Theflt Discavered in Omahn,
Frnm the Omaha Republican, Sept. 84,

On the flats, in the vicinity of the: frelght
depot of the Union Pacific Road, and near the
ferry landing, there Ip a small dirty looking
wooden structure, which is known as the local
habitation of a man who has gained noloriety
under the cognomen of “Billy Maok.," The
occupntion of this man has genérally been sup-
poted to have been that of a snloon Keeper and
the vender of newspapers. Rocent develop-
ments, however, present him in an entirely diffe-
rent nnd certainly unenviable light. 1t is’ now
charged that “Billy Mack” has been acting the

art . of “Fagin” in Omaba; that he hos
wen  the principal in a school designed
for the education of boya in the

arts and mysteries of the sneak-thief and plek-
pocket. Acting npon information recelved from
a source which could hardly admit of doubt,
Constable John Orchard yesterday morning
made complaint before Justice Morrls, and pro-
cured the arrest of “Billy Mack” and three
of his puplls——one named “Happy Jock,”
another  *“Frenchy,” and another with an
equally euphonlous title. The charge preferred
ngninst the kesper of the place was that of re-
celving stolen  property, knowing it to be such,
and the boys were captured as withesses, The
examination, on account of the absence of the
District Attorney, was postponed untll Toes-
day next, and bail was required In the sum
of MK,

It is nlleged that Mack has heen in the habit
of entlelng boye into his saloon: that he paya
them o regninr salary of 3 per woek for selling
papers, and purchuses from them the little
articles they ean “‘prig” or *lift,” while peram-
balating with the papers; that, In fact, he gives
them instructions in petty thieving. and dls-
poges of the plunder for them, Twelve or fif-
tecn boys hove nightly slept nt his eztablishment,
it is gnid, and all of them are supposed to have
been thieves, Quite an amount of property,
consisting of small articles of no great value, wos
found at the rendezvous of the brigade of youny
vagabonds, The urchines under arvest were plt
in charge of thelr parents, and “Billy Mack"
provided bail for his appearance.

Three Thonsnnd Acres Restored te Delanware
~An Old Creek Heoponed, [}

At the last session of the Legislature, o com-
l:.nliy known as the Cedar Creek Canal and
Navigation Company was chartered toeffoct cer-
tain improvements in Cedar ereck, in Sussex
county.

The creek had formerly heen navigable from
the Delaware bay, a distance of about six miles,
up to n place known as the Brick Granery, but
the sand gradually washed across the mouth of
the creek 8o as to form a bar, which at first ren-
dered the steam unnavigable, and fioally
dammed it up so that its waters overflowed the
adjoining lands, rendering of no value nearly
3000 acres of galt marsh, belonging to a number
of individuals, It was to redeem this land and
render the ercek navigable that the company
‘was organized,

It got promptly to work, andfhas pushed its
operations with great eneriy. mil machine
wag proewred trom  Philudelphia, which last
week completed a cannl two miles in length, 30
feat wide and 10 fect deep, from Milford ercek
1o the point where the obstructions commenced
in Cedar ereck, and the effect has been to en-
tirely drain the creck overflowed, which will
now be reclaimed and devoted to agriculture,
and to ngnin open navigation wo the Brick Gra-
nery for vessels of light draught.

Thus ends most satisfactorily an enterprise
the fallure of which was generally predicted,
the beliet of those opposing It being that when
the ecanal was cut, instead of draining the
marghes the effect would be to ponr the waters
of Milford creek into the Cedar ereek, and flood
u few thousand more ncres,

Amongst the owners of the reclalmed land is
Willinm MeCaulley, of this ey,

By the charter, the company s authorized to
levy taxes on the owners of the property re-
clalmed, and to require tonnage from vessels
passing through the eanal, which, of conrse,
will be done. The mud machine iz now engaged
in improving the navigation at some shool places
in Cedar creek.— Wilmington Gommercial,

THE FEEJEE ISLANDS.

nun  Alleged Slnver—~The Beitiah
sgundron--Cotton.

SyusEy, N, 8, W, July 12, 1800, —Captaln Palmer,
of Her Britunnic Majesty's steamer Rosario, reports
that while at Levukn, Feejee, he selzed tae sechooner
Duphine, of Melbourne, engaged in slave tranie
among certain groups of islonds in the Sonth Seas,
Tunng being headguarters. It was ascertsined on
being boarded that there were 100 natives belonging
to Bauks' Group, huddied together, naked wod inoas
puble of making themselves nnderstood, one-half of
them bulmi engaged for Queensiand: but on the
arrival of the vessel at Tanog the captuin was in-
formed by Ross Lewin (who has s station there) that
a better market could be obtuined at Feejee, on
which information he accordingly acted, and which
1ed 1o the selzure. The natives were all placed on
ghore and put under the protection of the British
Vice Consul, while the vessel wus taken command of
by one of the Resario’s oficers and a prize crew,
with Instructions to sall for this port for the adjudi-
cation of the case,

On the arrival of the Daphne, June 4, steps wore
taken to hring the case before court, and on the 218t
June John C. Dagget, master, and subsequently Wil
Lam Dowle Pritchard, were charged with having, on
the high seas, knowlingly, wilfully, rfelonlonsly, sud
piratically received, conveyed, and removed certain
peraons, whose numes ave unknown, for the purpose
of thelr belng imported into an Bland In the South
Seas, called Ovalau, with u view of thelr being used
and dealt with us slaves, After a engthy cxoming-
tion, extending over several days, they were dis-
charged, there being no evidenoe wdduoed on which
a conyiction conld be based, i

obtalning the nutives to serve 8 oertaln nuwber of
vears on their ¢otton and sugar plantations.
